The Arthur Dalfen and 
Hummel Family Play Park in 
Virgil has officially opened, but 
the details of the story behind its 
name have yet to be told, at least 
publicly. 

At the opening Saturday morn¬ 
ing, there were well-deserved 
accolades for all involved, includ¬ 
ing Dennis Dick, town councillor 
and Virgil Business Association 
member, who had the vision of a 
major project that would benefit 
local families; parks and recre¬ 
ation director and VBA member 
Clive Buist, the "go-to-guy" to get 
it done; and the VBA itself for its 
donation of $125,000. 

Town staff and council were 
thanked for the town's contribu¬ 
tion of $125,000; Ken Rive, who 
oversaw the trades, was also 
acknowledged, as were Mark and 
Wendy Edwards for the design 
details; the Town's golf tourna¬ 
ment organizers and all who sup¬ 
ported it were also credited for a 
donation that helped pay for 

But it might not have hap¬ 
pened at all without a $250,000 
donation from Rainer Hummel— 
or at the least, it would have taken 
a lot longer.

The story of that gener¬ 
ous donation is a serendipi¬ 
tous tale of two men, one 
who lived in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake for a short time, 
and who was very generous 
to several local organiza¬ 
tions while he was here, the 
other a local businessman 
who benefited from advice 
from a new friend while 
chatting at a Christmas 
party. 

The enigma, the mystery 
behind the splash pad, is a 
man by the name of Arthur 
Dalfen, who lived in town a 
mere two and a half years. 
He had moved on by June, 
2009, but while he was here 
he met many people, made 
many friends, and did a 
huge amount for the com¬ 
munity, both the town and 
the region—yet most people 
in town likely have no idea 
who he is. 

He quietly made finan¬ 
cial contributions to Music 


Niagara, Brock University, 
Red Roof Retreat and St. 
Mark's Anglican Church 
while he was here, but 
although he didn’t donate 
money to the splash pad, he 
was instrumental in getting 

Although Dalfen says he 
loved NOTL, he has a histo¬ 
ry of getting bored easily 
and moving on. He calls 
himself a confirmed bache¬ 
lor, so when he feels it’s time 
to go, he has no ties holding 
him. He has already lived in 
a couple of different places 
since he left NOTL, and is 
now looking forward to 
moving into his next home 
in Toronto. 

He shares this informa¬ 
tion by way of explaining 
why he left NOTL—it’s just 
in his nature to keep mov¬ 
ing—but by Monday morn¬ 
ing, after a weekend visit to 
town, he was so encouraged 
by the warm welcome he 
received that he had pur¬ 
chased a King’s Point con¬ 


dominium with the plan of 
splitting his time between 
NOTL and Toronto. 

In the short time he lived 
here, he had an enormous 
impact on the community, 
both through his financial 
support and the knowledge 
he shared with the friends 
he made, says developer 
Rainer Hummel, who with 
his wife Nancy donated 
$250,000 to the splash pad. 

It was over a drink in his 
kitchen at a Christmas party 
that Hummel asked Dalfen, 
by way of making conversa¬ 
tion, what he was up to. 

At the age of 11, Dalfen 
says, he began speculating 
with mining stock, a very 
risky business. But he has 
spent a lifetime studying it, 
minimizing the risk, and 
when asked by Hummel, he 
spoke of an investment in a 
mining company he thought 
was on the verge of an 
important discovery. 

Hummel was interested, 
and through conversations 


with Dalfen, who became a 
mentor in the stock market, 
and research he did on his 
own, he acted on Dalfen’s 
tip and invested in the com¬ 
pany—as did others in town 
with whom Dalfen shared 
his insights. 

“He was really a wealth of 
information,” says Hummel. 

“I was interested in learn¬ 
ing and trying to understand 
what he knew.” 

Several locals benefited 
substantially when the min¬ 
ing discovery turned out to 
be significant, including 
Hummel. 

Dalfen stresses he isn’t a 
money manager, just an 
investor who likes to help 
people, and expects nothing 

Later, over lunch and a 
few glasses of wine in 
Toronto, the two men spoke 
of a way Hummel could give 
back to his community to 
celebrate his good fortune 
with the mining stock. 
Dalfen pulled a number— 


$250,000—out of the air, and 
they talked of a project that 
would benefit local children, 
attract more people to town 
and help contribute to 
building a strong, healthy 
and family-oriented com¬ 


munity. 

"We were just two guys, 
talking over lunch, batting 
this idea back and forth," 
says Hummel.

It's a first for the Virgil 
Stampede, and a first for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

This Sunday after¬ 
noon, youngsters will 
have an opportunity to 
learn about bike safety. 

The Community Safety 
Committee, formerly 
referred to as the NOTL 
Community Policing 
Committee, has for 
decades been holding an 
annual bike safety event 
for farm workers, and will 
again this year on May 
26. 

But the committee 
wanted to do something 
similar for kids—it's not 
unusual for one or two to 
show up at the farm work¬ 
ers’ event each year—and 
with the Stampede’s focus 
on kids and families, it 
seemed the perfect venue, 
says Martin Mazza, a 
member of both the Virgil 
Business Association and 
the safety committee. 

Mazza’s Italian Pizza 
and Subs will sponsor the 
bike rodeo, which begins 


at 1 p.m. in the Centennial 
Arena. Registration begins 
at noon Sunday. 

There will be six to 
eight stations set up in the 
arena, says Mazza, each 
aimed at safety issues 
such as braking, hand sig¬ 
nals, and learning to 
weave in and out around 
pylons. 

There is no age limit, 
but it’s geared toward 
youngsters, says Mazza, 
who are asked to bring 
their parents and their 
bicycles. 

There is a bicycle to be 
raffled, sponsored by 
Valu-mart, and some bike 
helmets from Penner 
Building Centre. 

Pizza and water will be 
supplied for all partici¬ 
pants by Italian Pizza and 
Subs. 


There will also be a 
visual inspection of bicy¬ 
cles, with minor repairs 
carried out on the spot. 

The mud bog run has 
become one of the best- 
attended events at the 
Stampede, and will begin 
Saturday at 2 p.m. 

And of course the 
crowd favourite—the fire¬ 
works—will wrap up the

VBA member Dennis 
Dick had already sug¬ 
gested the splash pad as 
a major project they 
could take on, but an 
application for funding 
from upper levels of 
government had been 
turned down. 

With Dalfen’s encour¬ 
agement, Hummel got 
the project back on 
track, donating half of 
the $500,000 cost of the 
first phase, which 
encouraged the Town 
and the VBA to donate 
the rest, with some 
money for extras from 
the Town's annual golf 
tournament. 

But the other part of 
the story, says Hummel, 
is the vision of Dennis 
Dick, his tenacity in try¬ 
ing to get funding, and 


the involvement of the 
town’s Parks and 
Recreation director 
Clive Buist. 

“A huge amount of 
credit goes to Dennis, 
for having the idea of 
the splash pad a num¬ 
ber of years ago, and for 
bringing it to the VBA to 
support. He and Clive 
were really the driving 

Buist, he says, is one 
of the “unsung heros” of 
town, quietly going 
about doing his job, but 
doing it in a way that 
has had an enormous 
positive impact on the 
community. 

The state-of-the art 
facility features an envi- 
ronmentally-innovative 
splash pad, a sheltered 
50’ x 50’ pavilion with 
handicapped-accessi¬ 
ble washrooms, and a 


140,000-litre tank under 
the pavilion that will 
allow water to be recy¬ 
cled for watering hang¬ 
ing baskets and flower 
beds, and irrigating the 
soccer fields. 

The VBA, which was 
instrumental in the 
building of both arenas 
in the sports park, the 
refurbishment of the 
1967 building, and the 
purchase of the property 
where the soccer fields 
and the splash pad are 
located, is committing 
to using this year’s Virgil 
Stampede proceeds for 
a new playground as 
part of the new park. 

Arthur Dalfen, on 
hand Saturday to admire 
the beautiful facility and 
to unveil the name, has 
promised to help with a 
financial donation 
toward the playground.

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Committee working on bike safety for farm workers, local children 


Each year when spring 
arrives, it reminds me how 
fortunate we are to live in a 
community so rich in natu¬ 
ral beauty. 

It’s also the time of year 
when we welcome back to 
our community the hun¬ 
dreds of off-shore seasonal 
workers who leave their 
families and travel here to 
help us produce some of 
the finest farm produce in 
Canada. 

The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Community Safety 
Committee (formerly the 
NOTL Community Policing 
Committee) will once again 
play a role in ensuring 
these workers remain safe 
during their stay. 

For more than 20 years, 
the Committee has hosted 
an annual Bike Rodeo to 
promote bicycle safety for 
these workers 
whom cc 
tries where automobile 
traffic volume is not as high 
and walking or cycling is 
the major mode of trans¬ 
portation. The rodeo 
attracts several hundred 
seasonal offshore workers 
each year who participate 
in a bicycle rodeo skills 
competition and rules of 
the road awareness nam¬ 
ing. 

Also, because there con¬ 
tinues to be a high rate of 
night-time near misses, the 
workers receive reflector 
tape and bicycle lights to 
help improve their visibili¬ 
ty when cycling on our 
roads. 

Thisyear, theCommittee 
received a $1,000 grant 
from the Ministry of 
Transportation. Since the 
majority of offshore work-

ers are Spanish-speaking, 
some of this money will be 
used to translate die vari¬ 
ous promotional materials, 
advertising and bicycle 
safety literature into 
Spanish and hopefully, 
reach a greater proportion 
of this group. 

The remaining portion 


of the grant will be used by 
the Committee to help with 
a second event, the 
Children’s Bicycle Rodeo, 
which was created for the 
school-aged children in 
our community who 
showed interest in the off¬ 
shore worker bike rodeo. 
Held in conjunction with 
the Virgil Stampede, the 
Committee hopes to attract 
several hundred children 
and increase bicycle safety 
awareness with this age 
group. 

These events would not 
be possible without the 
amazing financial, in-kind 
and volunteer support 
from members of our town. 
One more reason why I’m 
thankful to live in this great 
community.

Emergency department waits determined by several factors, mainly how sick you are 


Nurses triage 
patients at new 
hospital, 
sending them 
to emergency 
department or for 
urgent care 


Why do we wait so long 
for emergency care? 

The latest installment of 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library InfoHealth 
lectures focused on proce¬ 
dures at emergency depart¬ 
ments, specifically at the St. 
Catharines General 
Hospital. 

The question “Why do 
we wait?” was addressed by 
Dr. Adrian Crowe and Dr. 
Amber Graystone at the 
library last Wednesday. 

Doctors Crowe and 
Graystone provided a great 
deal of information on 
Niagara Health Care 
System’s various facilities 
and services, and then 
focused on issues of inter¬ 
est to NOTL residents. 
There was a great deal of 
good information in this 
presentation and those in 
attendance had good ques- 

When asked about the 
new hospital facility on the 
west side of St. Catharines 
Dr. Crowe said the new site 
provides much needed 
upgrades and more space 
to work in. 

However, the Ministry of 
Health did not increase the 
number of beds from the

former location to the new 
site. Consequently wait 
times at the emergency 
department may not be any 
shorter as other factors like 
the availability of the right 
type of bed, or busyness of 
staff and equipment, may 
be contribute to wait times. 

One significant change 
at the new facility is the 
combination of "emergen¬ 
cy” and “urgent” care 
departments. 

Urgent care was previ¬ 
ously located at the former 
Hotel Dieu site on Ontario 
Street, which is now closed. 

Participants found it 
helpful to understand the 
difference between the two 
services. Emergency care is 
for life threatening situa¬ 
tions, including chest pains, 
broken bones, respiratory 
infections, and such. 

Urgent care is for situa¬ 
tions like vomiting, flu, 
fever, ear, nose, throat and 
eye problems, cuts that may 
need stitches, sports inju¬ 
ries, and minor allergic 
reactions—in other words 
important issues, but not 


life-threatening. 

When asked whether it 
is better to call an ambu¬ 
lance or drive to the emer¬ 
gency department it was 
pointed out that the pro¬ 
cess of how patients are 
cared for is the same. 

At the new hospital site, 
regardless of how patients 
arrive, they enter through 
the same door and will be 
seen by the same triage 

The triage nurse will 
provide an assessment as to 
which department a patient 
will be directed, and this 
assessment scale is used at 
hospitals across Canada. 

The focus is on provid¬ 
ing immediate care to those 
who need it most. Therefore 
one factor toward wait 
times depends on someone 
ahead of you who needs 
more immediate attention. 
Those who need immedi¬ 
ate care will be given prior¬ 
ity. 

One of the participants 
asked if age was an issue in 
the assessment of care. Dr. 
Crowe responded that the 
only time age is an issue is 
when it comes to infants, 
who are given priority. 

In life-threatening situa¬ 
tions the advantage of call¬ 
ing an ambulance is that 
paramedics can start treat¬ 
ment immediately while 
enroute to the hospital. 
They will also be in contact 
with hospital staff who can 
be ready when the ambu¬ 
lance arrives. This is critical 
for situations such as heart 
attack or stroke. 

So why might there be 


such a long wait at an 
emergency department? 

A common assumption 
is the emergency depart¬ 
ment is backed up because 
people are there who are 
not really sick. This is not 
the case because during 
the triage process people 
who do not belong in the 
emergency department 
are directed to urgent 

Wait times depend 
largely on the number of 
patients, and who needs 
more immediate care. It 
was noted that hospitals 
experience “surge times” 
when high volumes of 
patients arrive for care, 
similar to the grocery store 
when checkout clerks 
experience a surge of cus¬ 
tomers wanting to leave at 
the same time. 

Dr. Graystone offered a 
number of suggestions to 
help streamline your visit 
to the emergency depart¬ 
ment. If you can, bring your 
prescriptions along or a list 
of them; prepare questions 
to ask a nurse or doctor; 
bring along a book in case 
you have to wait; and bring 
a spokesperson who can 
also relay information to 
your family or friends. 

Dr. Graystone also indi¬ 
cated the importance of 
communicating your 
expectations to the doctor, 
ask what tests are being 
done and why, and before 
you leave understand what 
the discharge plan is for 

The last question was, 
"In an emergency, what’s 



the best way for me to drive 
to the new hospital?” There 
were several responses, 
which indicated for resi¬ 
dents of NOTL ... it 
depends. 

Queenston and St. 
David's residents are closer 
to the Greater Niagara 
General Hospital in Niagara 
Falls, but for others it 
depends on where you are 
in NOTL, and likely using 
the best route to the QEW. 
Niagara Stone Rd. to Airport 
Rd. to the QEW is a good 
option, but those in the 
McNab area may find tak¬ 
ing Lakeshore Rd. to 
Ontario St to the QEW a 
better route. 


Once on the QEW an 
option to consider is taking 
the Third St. Louth exit. 
Going this route may be 
longer but quicker as it 
avoids the Fourth Ave. retail 
area which is often congest¬ 
ed.

ATTENDANTS, a new 
homewatch service, was 
launched in late 2012 by 
Niagara-on -the-Lake 
resident Nancy Hart as a 
response to the growing 
need of travellers and 
seasonal residents con¬ 
cerned about leaving 
their homes unattended.

The first and probably the most 
important step is deciding what 
crops you want to grow and where 
you will be growing them. 

Successful gardens need at least 
eight hours of full sun. Wind can 
both damage crops and dry them 

Vegetable gardens need plenty 


or container 


of water to thrive well. Another very 
important consideration before 
you begin is the condition of your 
soil. The basic principle that gar¬ 
deners should live by is that if you 
feed your soil, the soil will feed 
your plants. Healthy soil is the key 
to any successful garden. 

Next, plant your vegetables, 
plant rows north to south and allow 
adequate space between the rows. 
Plant the tallest crops at the fur¬ 
thest point back. 

All that is left now is mainte¬ 
nance, watering at least once a 
week with a good soaking, and keep 
the weeds down. And enjoy eating 
the crops as they ripen.

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Be forewarned: improper pruning can damage tree for life 


Trees in the urban envi¬ 
ronment are one of our most 
valuable assets. 

They produce oxygen for 
us to breath, purify the air, 
reduce heating and cooling 
costs, increase property val¬ 
ues, sequester carbon and 
beautify the landscape. 
Despite their benefits, trees 
=seldom receive the care that 
they require to deal with the 
pressures of an urban envi¬ 
ronment. 

Pruning is probably the 
most common tree mainte¬ 
nance procedure and can 
help to maintain safety, 
improve structure and health 
and make the tree more aes¬ 
thetically pleasing. 

When joined with good 
cultural practices and inte¬ 


grated pest management 
strategies, pruning can drasti¬ 
cally help trees deal with 
stressors. 

One of the most important 
pruning practices involves 
the removal of dead and haz¬ 
ardous limbs that pose a risk 
to people orproperty.Prunlng 
a tree can reduce die risk of 
failure, as well as provide 
peace of mind to property 
owners. 

Another fundamental 
pruning objective is the 
improvement of the structure 
and form of the tree. 

Selective thinning of the 
canopy can reduce wind 
resistance and lessen the like¬ 
lihood of storm damage dur¬ 
ing windstorms. In addition, 
thinning a very dense canopy

Kevin and Jana Neufeld 
opened Beau Chapeau Hat 
Shop on NOTL's main street 
16 years ago.

"Oh, people were very 
distraught,” said Crossroad’s 
principal. 

"Change is tough and the 
idea of losing your neigh¬ 
bourhood school is an 
unpleasant reality in these 
times of declining enrol¬ 
ment. But in the end, the 
kids lead the way,” she said. 

“They walked in on the 
first day as Virgil and Butler 
and by 3:15 p.m., they board¬ 
ed the busses as Crossroads. 
Shortly thereafter, you 
couldn’t tell a difference 
between a Virgil or Butler kid 
or staff member." 

She describes a facility 
that operates like two schools 
age-wise, with primary and 
more senior children using 
separate floors. 

“We don’t have 450 kids 
on the playground at one 
time,” she added. “We sepa¬ 


rate them half and half. And 
they still mingle.” 

Friesen said she's also 
found there are tremendous 
opportunities when there 
are more kids. She describes 
a host of programs that can 
be offered now, because size 
allows it. 

It also means fewer split 
classes, and less trouble pull¬ 
ing together bodies for teams 
or clubs. 

“Because we have more 
people, you have more flexi¬ 
bility and creativity,” she 
said. “Particularly at Butler, 
our hands felt tied, with lim¬ 
ited staff that were so over¬ 
taxed trying to provide a full 
extracurricular program." 

Steve Holowchuk, 
Crossroad's learning 
resource teacher, describes a 
surprisingly smooth transi¬ 
tion. That outcome is thanks 
in large part to preparation 
before the move, like com¬ 


bined staff meetings and 

"All the challenges were 
pretty much building-wise 
(ones),” he said. 

"It was ‘how do we fit in 
this building and make it 
work for us.Everything else 
took care of itself. It was 
teachers teaching kids, the 
way they always had. This 
has been such an amazing 
experience in every shape 
and form.” 

“There was a sense early 
on by some that a school is 
about the bricks, but it’s not,” 
said Friesen. “It's about the 

“The biggest thing was 
the apprehension before¬ 
hand," said parent Jacqueline 
Stearns. 

“We knew it was coming 
and it just built up the fear of 
the unknown,” said Steams, 
a former Virgil student who 
will have five children attend¬ 


ing Crossroads next year. 

“We wondered 'what 
would the new school look 
like, would the kids really get 
along?’ I also remember die 
sadness in closing these 
schools that had such rich 
histories,” she said. 

“But the way it was orga¬ 
nized to bring these two 
schools together... was done 
so well.” 

Carrie Hendriks had three 
children at Butler and was 
also fretting about them 
being lost in the wilderness 
of a new build. 

“I asked my older boy 
who was 13 at the time and 
said ‘how is it going?,’’ 
Hendriks said. “He told me, 
'I don’t know it’s just like 
regular school.’ There were 
no challenges that they were 
aware of,” she said. “And now 
there are opportunities to 
socialize with so many other 
children.”

That way 
they had money and a 
title, bringing their 
American swagger to 
English aristocracy. And 
they weren’t all as noble 
as Abbey’s Cora Crawley. 

Take Our Betters’ Lady 
Pearl Grayston, for 
instance. With her absent 
husband an afterthought, 
she flaunts her privilege 
with lavish parties and a 
loose moral compass. She 


isn’t just having an affair, 
she’s eyeing the young 
stud attached to her older 
friend Minnie. 

Played with haughty 
arrogance by Claire 
Jullien, Pearl revels in her 
'one percent’ status. 

"I have plenty of heart,” 
she quips, "but it beats 
for people of my own 

It’s tempting to say her 
life is an illusion, far 
removed from reality, but 


Pearl has chopped all 
other realities from the 
equation. She will cheat, 
she will party, she will act 
like a snob because ... 
while it isn’t her birth¬ 
right, she earned it none¬ 
theless. 

Now, she’s trying to 
convince her sister Bessie 
(Julia Course) to join her 
high-falutin’ ways, which 
entails marrying the first 
semi-important English 
dude who pops the ques¬ 



tion. 

That would be Lord 
Bleane, played by Ben 
Sanders, who has an 
uncanny resemblance to 
a young John Cleese 

Bessie doesn’t love 
him, but he’s her ticket to 
the life her sister keeps 
raving about, so she reluc¬ 
tantly agrees. What can 
go wrong? 

Observing all this shal¬ 
lowness is Bessie’s former 
fiance Fleming (Wade 
Bogert O’Brien), visiting 
to take one last shot at 
her. Instead, he finds her 
disappearing into a shady 

Of course, the wild 
card with this sheltered 
lifestyle are actual emo¬ 
tions, and when they start 
festering it's like watching 
grown adults learning to 
ride a bicycle. 

These people may not 
know what real love or 
compassion is, but the 
pangs of jealousy and 
resentment are like nag¬ 
ging scabs they can’t 

Director Morris Panych 
has a giant box of toys to 
work with here, from the 
vibrant Ken McDonald 
sets to the posh Charlotte 
Dean costumes to a rous¬ 
ing cast. 

He gets especially good 
stuff from Lome Kennedy 
as Pearl’s aging, puppy 
dog fling Arthur Fenwick, 
and Neil Barclay as pomp¬ 
ous English-convert 
Thornton Clay. Paton also 
gets several great scenes, 
milking her middle-aged 
insecurities for big laughs 
as the forever-forlorn 
Minnie. Paton is back at 
Shaw after a one-year 
absence, which is one 
year too many. 

Best of all is Jullien, 
finally cutting loose with 
a character who isn’t so 
much devious as master 
of her domain. As they 
say, don't hate the player, 
hate the game. How she 
deftly reasserts the status 
quo near the end when 
everyone seemingly hates 
her should go in the diva 
hall of fame.

Adrie’s House of Hope, 
named in memory of the 
late Adrie de Laat, is sup¬ 
ported by the two Niagara 
Rotary clubs he belonged 
to. It provides a refuge for 
children who have been 
abused, neglected and 
either abandoned or 
orphaned. 

Some are HIV, some 
orphaned by AIDS, all of 
them with nowhere to go 
except a sanctuary of nine 
homes on a site named 
Ikhayalethemba Village, 
meaning 'home of hope! 

Adrie and Ruth visited 
the area in 2001, and were 
touched by the plight of the 
children they met there, 
and by a loving woman by 
the name of Mama Lumka 
who was providing care for 
some of these children in 
her home. 

When Adrie died in 
2003, the NOTL Rotary 
Club, of which he was a 
member while he lived in 
town and owned Valu-mart 
on Queen Street, and the 
Lincoln club, which he 
joined after he sold the 
store and retired, joined 
together to establish the 
home in his name. The 
home provides a safe home 
for eight or more children. 

Kim visited the home 
with her mother 
and was touched by what 
she saw—a village working 


toward sustainability, while 
teaching skills for indepen¬ 
dence to the children, with 
on-site chicken coops, veg¬ 
etable gardens and a bak¬ 
ery and training centre. 

The children are nur¬ 
tured and provided with 
counseling, tutoring and 
health care. 

“I was fortunate to go 
with my mom to visit the 
orphanage," says Kim, “and 
to see how happy and con¬ 
tent the children were. It’s a 
beautiful place for them to 
live, and every effort is 
being made to make it sus¬ 
tainable. I wanted to be 
part of helping a good thing

In the early 1980s Lions Clubs 
across Canada wanted to develop a 
national project to reflect their ser¬ 
vice to Canadians with visual 
impairments—eye care has always 
been their international project. 

The dog guide program has 
expanded since then to help 
Canadians with a wide range of dis¬ 
abilities, offering them greater 
independence, mobility and safety 
through the help of a dog guide. 

The newest program, says Snider, 
is training dogs to provide a dia¬ 
betic alert for people with type 1 
diabetes. Dogs are being trained to 
recognize sudden drops in their 
handler’s blood sugar through 
scent and alert them so that they 
can eat something sweet. The dogs 
also bark for help or activate an 
alert system if needed. Their ability 
to detect and react to hypoglyce¬ 
mic episodes will help their han¬ 
dler avoid loss of consciousness. 

The foundation and the walk 
support five other dog guide pro¬ 
grams: to help people who are blind 
or visually impaired, people who 
are deaf or hard of hearing, chil¬ 
dren with autism, people with 
medical or physical disabilities, 
and people with epilepsy. 

Depending on the program, dog 
guides are trained to perform basic 
skills that are useful to all handlers, 
with some of their training tailored 
to meet specific needs of their 
future handler. 

In the final stage of training, the 
client and dog guide train and live 
together at the Lions Foundation 
Oakville training facility, to ensure 
they develop a bond before return¬ 
ing home together. 

Purina walks take place across 
Canada Sunday, May 26. 

In NOTL, registration begins at 
10 a.m. and the walk at 11 a.m., 
with free hot dogs and drinks pro¬ 
vided by the Lions after the walk. 
There will be goodie bags for dogs 
who take part, with sponsorship 
from Minor Bros. Farm Supply, Pet 
Valu and Upper Canada Animal 
Hospital.
